Approval for development recommended despite objections 

D-DAY FOR 
350 HOMES 


THE first step towards building the next 
generation of Banbury's housing estates 
is set to be approved tonight. 

Persimmon Homes' bid for 350 homes at 
land north of the Hardwick estate has been 
recommended to get the go-ahead by 
Cherwell District Council. 

It comes seven years after the developer's 
application for 400 properties on the same site 
was rejected and upheld on appeal by the 
Planning Inspectorate. 

In the report discussed by committee mem¬ 
bers at tonight's meeting, it states that at the 
time it was noted the site could be used in the 
future but wasn't needed then as enough 
homes were being built. 

The council says house-building has fallen 
and it is missing a Government target to see 
enough homes built to meet demand for the 
next five years. 

The site - north of Hanwell fields and off 
Warwick Road - is one of five Banbury sites 
earmarked for a total 2,050 homes in the 
council's draft local plan. 

Some 71 letters have been submitted 
objecting to the proposal, with concerns about 
the impact on roads, Hanwell village and the

countryside. But the planning officers said 
"any potential impacts of the development can 
be mitigated" through developer cash for 
issues like roads and education, known as a 
section 106 agreement. 

They said: "Whilst the consultee and local 
residents' comments have raised a number of 
concerns and issues which require further 
detail, it is considered that these are not 
insurmountable." 

Persimmon would need further 'reserved 
matters' permission on finer details, when 
such issues could be addressed, they said. 

The development would provide 105 
much-needed affordable homes, their report 
to councillors added. 

But Hanwell Parish Council has said the 
plan is "premature" and would "breach the 
clear, defensible urban boundary to the north 
of Banbury created by Dukes Meadow 
Drive". It said the homes would also "seri¬ 
ously erode the strategic physical gap of 
open countryside between the urban area 
and Hanwell village". 


Banbury Town Council also said the plan 
was too early and the council should wait until 
more than 1,000 homes are built at Bankside, 
off Oxford Road. 

Both councils have submitted objections. 

Oxfordshire County Council - responsible 
for roads - has put in a "holding objection" 
because of design, accessibility and traffic 
concerns. 

The plan has been opposed by the Hanwell

Investigation over 
partial demolition 


■ Parts removed from conservation area 


AN INVESTIGATION has 
been launched by conserva¬ 
tion chiefs after a building 
was partly demolished in a 
Banbury parade of shops. 

Cherwell District Council is 
investigating after work was car¬ 
ried out at 11-12 Church Lane, 
in Banbury's conservation area. 

It said a planning application 
was submitted in March to con¬ 
vert two retail units into one, 
create five flats above and add a 
third storey. 

But it said a visit to the site on 
April 30, following complaints 
from neighbouring occupiers, 
found parts had been removed. 

The application has since 
been altered to include partial 
demolition along with the previ¬ 
ous bid for shops, flats and an 
extra storey. 

But the council is still looking 
at whether it should take action 
over the parts already removed. 

The application was made by 
Abingdon-based New Recruits 
Professional Services, which has 
yet to respond to requests for a

comment by The Banbury Cake. 

Council spokesman Jemma 
Callow said: "It was established 
that all floors and the roof along 
with front elevation had been 
removed. 

"Following the visit to the site 
the matter was referred to the 
planning enforcement team who 
are now dealing with this matter 
and investigating a criminal 
offence under Section 9 of the 
Planning (Listed Buildings and 
Conservation Areas) Act 1990 for 
the demolition of a building in a 
conservation area without the 
required consent. 

"The maximum penalty for 
this offence on summary convic¬ 
tion is a fine of £20,000 or six 
months imprisonment, or both." 

A 2008 application by Magnet 
Homes to use the building for a 
retail unit, five flats and to add a 
third storey was approved in 
January 2009 but expired three 
years later. 


Banbury Civic Society chair¬ 
man Rob Kinchin-Smith said the 
building formed part of a former 
Georgian theatre in the 19th 
century. 

He said: "It is sheer vandal¬ 
ism. 

"The independent traders are 
trying to promote the historic old 
town as something else to see 
apart from the old shopping cen¬ 
tre [Castle Quay]. 

"The last thing we need, espe¬ 
cially in what is Banbury's only 
lane as such, is to lose a genuine 
historic building." 

Banbury Old Town 

Association chairman Barry 
Whitehouse, who runs The 
Artery art shop in White Lion 
Walk, also hit out. 

The former Church Lane trad¬ 
er said: "We do everything we 
can do show people what a 
wonderful, historic market town 
it is to bring people in. 

"So it is quite sad to see that 
the traditional old buildings are 
being knocked down, especially 
without permission."

Fields Development Action 
Group, which passed on 97 fur¬ 
ther objections.

Crown court jury in murder case hears of wife's call for divorce 


Son saw mum being 


stabbed, trial is told 


A YOUNG boy screamed for 
his father to stop stabbing his 
mother during a "vicious" 
attack, a jury heard yesterday. 

During the first day of the trial of 
Andrew Parsons - who played 
football for Banbury's Easington 
Sports club - at Oxford Crown 
Court on Monday, Miranda Moore, 
prosecuting, said he attacked wife 
Janee Parsons outside her bedroom 
at their family home in Lucerne 
Avenue, Bicester, on December 1. 

Parsons, 38, denies murder. 

Miss Moore said he punched 
the 31-year-old mother-of-two to 
the ground before going down¬ 
stairs to get a kitchen knife and 
then stabbing her. 

This was witnessed by one of 
the couple's two sons - who plead¬ 
ed with his dad to call an ambu¬ 
lance, the jury heard. 

Miss Moore said: "He then 
came upstairs with it and stabbed 
her more than a dozen times. 
There are probably 17 or so knife 
wounds." 

The jury heard the attack had

been recorded on a voice recorder, 
which Parsons had taped under¬ 
neath Mrs Parsons's bed. 

Ms Moore said: "Whilst being 
stabbed, Janee pleaded for her life. 

"The couple's five-year-old son 
screamed constantly for his daddy 
to stop. 

"While Janee was still struggling 
for her life he put her into an 
empty and dry bath telling her to 
lie down." 

Of the attack, Ms Moore added: 
"What is clearly happening is the 
defendant is starting to stab Janee 
while she was outside the bed¬ 
room on the landing. Janee says 
'your son is watching me die 
Andrew'. 

"The boy continues to scream 
for his daddy and then his 
mummy." 

Miss Moore told the jury that 
Parsons had previously been told 
by Mrs Parsons that she was seeing 
someone else and wanted a 
divorce. 

They had been living separately 
in the family home. 

She added the attack was a 
"vicious killing by an angry man 
whose wife was going away for the 
weekend with her colleagues and 
boyfriend". 

"He told her she deserved it." 

The jury heard Parsons stabbed 


Mrs Parsons so hard that a piece of 
the blade was found in her body. 

After the attack, Parsons took his 
five-year-old son to a friend's 
house before returning 10 minutes 
later, the jury heard. 

Miss Moore said he put a glove 
on his left hand which had been 
injured in the attack, sent a mes¬ 
sage to Mrs Parsons' boyfriend say¬ 
ing 'so sorry Daniel' and then 
called the police. 

She said officers found Parsons 
on the landing with his head in his 
hands groaning. 

Beautician Mrs Parsons, an 
American citizen, worked at the 
Bicester Clinic and was due to 
meet her boyfriend Daniel 
Hansens on the morning of her 
death to spend the weekend with 
him, the jury heard. 

Mr Hansens told the jury he met 
Mrs Parsons in October 2012 and 
they began a relationship. 

He said Mrs Parsons had told 
him that her husband could be 
physically aggressive towards her. 

One of the WhatsApp messages 
from Mrs Parsons to Mr Hansens in 
November 2012 said: "He will 
probably kill me and make a Janee 
suit out of me and make his new 
wife wear it." 

Mrs Parsons met her husband in 
2002 and they lived in the USA 
before moving to Bicester. 

The trial continues.

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Debate over installing new meters 


Water firm in 


call for views 


THAMES Water customers are 
being consulted on whether 
they would like to have a water 
meter installed in their home. 

The company has announced 
plans to install another 500,000 
water meters, increasing the 
proportion of homes with a meter 
from 30 per cent to 56 per cent 

At the moment, just over one 
million customers have water 
meters, which allows the company 
to bill them for the precise amount 
of water they have used. 

The company has launched an 
eight-week consultation, asking 
customers for their opinions on all 
aspects of the service, including the 
proposal to increase the use of 
meters. It also hopes to draw up 
plans to reduce leakage by 
replacing 600km (372 miles) of 
worn-out water mains. 

Feedback from customers will 
help Thames Water to complete its 
business plan for the five years from 
2015, before it is submitted to the 
regulator Ofwat in December.

Labour condemns 
Sibley's big U-turn 


FORMER Labour Party stalwart Les 
Sibley has defended his decision to 
help the Conservative administra¬ 
tion at Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

Mr Sibley has represented the people 
of Bicester for two decades. 

But he fell out with the Labour Party 
earlier this year and stood as an inde¬ 
pendent in the county council election 
on May 2, winning the Bicester West 
seat. 

Mr Sibley defended his decision to 
work with the Conservatives, saying 
there was "no bitterness towards the 
Labour Party". 

He said the alliance between the 
Tories and three independent council¬ 
lors would create a stable council and 
he would still "give the Tories grief". 

He added: "I haven't joined the 
Tories. We are a number of independ¬ 
ent councillors who have formed an 
alliance and I will be keeping my own 
independence. 

"We we will be free to act on our 
own as independent councillors and 
vote on the merit of any issue. 

"People who voted for me like my 

Independent county councillor Les Sibley stand on issues. That won't change. 


AndrGW Ffrench Henry Goodman, chairman of 

' Banbury Constituency Labour Party, 

added: "For many years Les Sibley has 
really stood for himself, not the Labour 
Party. 

"He has always been interested in 
promoting himself and joining the 
Conservatives in this way is another 
example." 

But Bicester town mayor Dan Sames, 
a Conservative, said: "I can't believe Les 
was not selected by the Labour Party 
after all the service he has given the 
town over the years." 

In April, it emerged that a row among 
the ranks of the North Oxfordshire 
Labour Party led to Mr Sibley breaking 
away from the party. 

A current town and Cherwell district 
councillor, Mr Sibley decided to stand 
independently. 

The decision paid off and he won 
Bicester West, polling 964 votes, with 
Labour's Steve Sargeant coming fourth. 

Mr Sibley refused to comment on the 
dispute at the time, but the Banbury 
Constituency Labour Party said he 
already had too many commitments as 
a town and district councillor to stand 
for them in the county council election. 



"I think people are interested in how 
best I can serve them at County Hall. 

"I'm confident the people in Bicester 
West who voted for me won't have any 
issues about this." 

Mr Sibley has campaigned for many 
years for a new £5m community hospi¬ 
tal for Bicester and work is scheduled to 
start in June. 

In May 2008, the then Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown invited Mr Sibley to a 
reception at 10 Downing Street with 
100 other guests to discuss the political 
climate in the constituencies. 

Labour Party officials in North 
Oxfordshire, however, condemned Mr 
Sibley's decision to work with the 
Tories. 

Anne Davis, from Adderbury, secre¬ 
tary of the villages branch of Banbury 
Constituency Labour Party, said: "I think 
it's horrendous that someone should 
switch sides in this way - it's typically 
opportunistic. 

"I think Labour Party members in the 
area will be very cross, but not sur¬ 
prised."

Alliance formed 'to avoid chaos' 


THREE independents including 
a former Labour stalwart have 
agreed to back the Tory admin¬ 
istration at County Hall. 

The ruling Conservatives last 
week announced a deal with 
independent councillors Lynda 
Atkins, Mark Gray and former 
Labour councillor Les Sibley. 

A pact was needed after the 
Tories were left one seat short 
of a majority after winning 31 
of the 63 available in last 
Thursday's Oxfordshire County 
Council elections. 

Labour won 15 seats, the Lib 
Dems 11 and the Greens two, 
leading to four days of talks 
between parties in an attempt 


to form an administration. 

The alliance means the inde¬ 
pendents supported the elec¬ 
tion of Tory leader Ian 
Hudspeth on Tuesday, and add 
their weight to the party's budg¬ 
ets for the next four years, but 
they will not sit in the cabinet. 

Wallingford councillor Ms 
Atkins, who has become the 
leader of the newly formed 
independent group, said despite 
the alliance they were not actu¬ 
ally joining the Conservatives. 

She said: "It's not an adminis¬ 
tration, it's not a coalition, 
we're calling it an alliance. 

"This is something which fits 
the current circumstances, 


something that will work right 
here and right now. 

"We believe that what we 
have done is very much in the 
best interests of our con¬ 
stituents and all the other resi¬ 
dents of Oxfordshire. 

"I think we always have to go 
back to our voters and explain 
our decisions. 

"But I think we would have 
to have a much more difficult 
conversation in a year's time if 
we had let this council descend 
into chaos and party political 
bickering." 

Tory group leader Ian 
Hudspeth said: "The main thing 
is the independents will remain 


independent to make their deci¬ 
sions but they will be support¬ 
ing myself and the Conservative 
administration. Another main 
issue is the budget." 

In February, the Tories' budg¬ 
et proposed £46m of extra cuts 
over the next four years. 

Mr Hudspeth said he would 
work with all parties as his 
party tackled the "tough chal¬ 
lenges" ahead of the council, 
with further cuts inevitable. 

To win the support of the 
three independents, the Tories 
have had to agree to let the 
chairmanship of the council 
alternate between them and the 
opposition.

on A&E queues 


WAITING times at Oxfordshire's accident and 
emergency departments have risen to their worst 
level in more than two years. 

Experts said the "unacceptable" waiting times - which 
had steadily got worse over the past six months - had led 
to queueing ambulances and demoralised nurses. 

Almost a quarter of A&E patients were not seen within 
four hours at the Horton General, Banbury, and Oxford's 
John Radcliffe in the week ending April 7. 

The statistics had fallen from an average of 98 per cent 
across October last year to 83 per cent in March. The 
average for the first three weeks of April was 81 per cent. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said he would seek 
assurances from the Oxford University Hospitals Trust that 
steps were being taken to address the issue. 

The Government's target was to treat emergency patients 
within four hours of their arrival 95 per cent of the time. 
Until 2010, the target was 98 per cent. 

The trust, which runs the hospitals, said overall hospital 
admissions across all departments had risen and the cold 
weather at the start of the year had added to pressure on 
the A&E departments. 

Mr Smith said: "It's worrying and unacceptable that 
nearly a quarter of patients arriving at A&E are having to 
wait four hours or more. 

"It is clear our hospitals are under colossal pressure. 

"But I am seeking assurances from the hospital chief 
executive that steps are being taken to bring the service 
back to where it should be." 

He questioned the Government's scrapping of the NHS 
Direct telephone line in favour of the new non-emergency 
111 number, which he said was not 
"such a trusted replacement", and 
said bedblocking was not helping. 

OUHT was seeing about 85 per 
cent of patients within four hours in 
December 2010 and January 2011, 
before the figure rose to 95 per cent 
in March 2011 and fluctuating 
around the Government target until 
April 2012. 

It then dropped to 86 per cent but 
rose again in the following month to 
the 90 per cents, reaching a high of 
98 per cent in October last year. 

But from there the statistics fell, to 
94 per cent in November and 
December, 91 per cent in January, 

90 per cent in February and 83 per 
cent in March. 

Fellow Oxfordshire MP Nicola 
Blackwood said: "It is obviously 
important that the Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust establishes why its 
A&E waiting times have been below 
the national average since the end of 
February. 

"There could be a number of 
temporary reasons for this - like falls 
and flu epidemics associated with

the bad winter weather - but there 
are also possible systemic issues, 
like problems with patients 
accessing out-of-hours GPs or bed¬ 
blocking caused by delays in care 
home placements or other social 
care support." 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, chairman 
of the Oxfordshire-based watchdog 
Patient Voice, said: "I think it is very 
bad indeed and something should 
be done about it." 

She suggested GP surgeries 
should be open longer into the 
evenings and at weekends, so 
patients did not feel they had to use 
A&E. 

Royal College of Nursing south 
east regional director Patricia 
Marquis said: "We know from 
speaking to nurses at the hospitals 
that they are trying their best to 
deliver excellent care under difficult 
circumstances and are getting 


demoralised with the situation. 

"When you have ambulances 
queueing at A&E, the pressure is 
immense. More needs to be done to 
address staffing on the frontline to 
ensure that patients can be cared for 
in the best way." 

South Central Ambulance Service 
spokesman Gill Hodgetts said 
queueing ambulances had been "an 
issue" at times but said demand on 
services had been particularly high. 

OUHT said it had seen an 
increase in overall admissions over 
the first three months of the year due 
to health problems associated with 
the colder weather, particularly 
respiratory problems including flu 
and pneumonia. The trust saw 
inpatient and daycase admissions 
increase from 1 74,494 in 2011/12 to 
198,622 in 2012/13. 

Director of clinical services Paul 
Brennan said: "Our teams are 
working hard to ensure that patients 
are received, triaged and treated 
promptly."

HOLLYWOOD legend Sir Ben Kingsley has spoken of the 
honour of meeting an "extraordinary" nine-year-old who 
dreams of becoming a paralympic athlete. 

Daisy Pashley who lives in Over Norton, lost part of all four of her 
limbs after contracting meningitis when she was seven years old. 

Her family is raising money to buy her prosthetic running legs - 
known as blades - after she was 
inspired by the 2012 Paralympic 
Games. 

Sir Ben introduced a special 
screening of his latest film, Iron 
Man 3, to raise money for the 
appeal at Cineworld in Witney 
on Tuesday of last week. 

The Oscar winner, who lives 
in North Oxfordshire, said: "It is 
great to be doing this for Daisy, 
and doing something for the 
well-being of the community. 

"It was a great privilege to 
meet Daisy, who is an 
extraordinary girl. She is a little 
shy, but she is a dear girl with 
devoted parents." 

Sir Ben, who famously played 
Gandhi in the 1982 film, said he 
would keep an eye on Daisy's 
future, adding: "We will find a 
way of following her stories." 

The actor suggested the 
fundraising event after donating 
items to a Chipping Norton 
Lions Club auction and learning 
about Daisy's situation. 

Disney, which organised the 
screening, has donated £1,000 
to the appeal and the event 
aimed to at least match that 
figure. 

Daisy's 34-year-old mum, 

Lorna, said: "Daisy felt really 
special. It was great for her. 

"I cannot believe so many 
people have helped. Everyone 
has been so generous since it all 
happened - lots of people we 
don't even know have got 
involved. 


She added: "This would not 
have happened without Sir Ben 
Kingsley. It was really good of 
him to do it. 

"He must be very kind and 
generous to sort something like 
this out." 

The family has raised the 
£10,000 needed to buy the 
blades, but they will require up 
to £4,000 at least every year to 
upgrade them as Daisy grows. 

It is hoped Daisy will be fitted 
for the blades at the end of this 
month. 

Mrs Pashley added: "It will 
make Daisy very happy to have 
the blades. We just want to 
make her happy after all she has 
been through. We want to give 
her the opportunity to try 
different things if she wants to. If 
she wants to try something, we 
want to help her. 

"It is her dream to be a 
paralympian, and if she really 
wants to do it, she will. She is 
very determined." 

Daisy, who attends St Mary's 
School in Chipping Norton, said: 
"I had a really great night." 

Daisy's family, including her 
mother, father Lee, 41, and 
brother James, 12, along with 
her friends, all attended the 
special 3D film screening.

She refused to identify the 
shop but said: "The chocolate 
bar claimed 'Five lucky winners 
will find a golden ticket inside'. 

"It appears from other bars 
seized nationally that they all 


have a golden ticket inside. 

"The chocolate bar cost £3, 
contained poor-quality 
chocolate and did not inform the 
consumer how or where they 
could claim their prize." 

The fake promotion was based 
on Roald Dahl's book Charlie 
and the Chocolate Factory. 

In the book, children who 
found golden tickets in 
chocolate bars won a trip to 
Willy Wonka's chocolate factory. 

Ms Bonham said Nestle 
owned the Wonka trademark 
and added: "This bar was not a 
Nestle product."

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Taking Les Mis back to basics 



N OTHING less than epic, 
the Hollywood 
blockbuster brought Les 
Miserables firmly back into the 
public domain to such an 
extent that many are now 
unaware that it was based on 
the novel written by Victor 
Hugo. 

Yet it is the novel alone which 
Adrian Preater has based his new 
play on, and which he is 
enormously proud of. 

Coming to Banbury's Mill on 
Wednesday, this is stripped-down 
Victor Hugo, born from Adrian's 
pure passion for the 19th-century 
French literary classic, which he 
adapted after reading the tome from 
cover to cover. No mean feat as it 
turns out and an enormous project 
to undertake. 

"Yes, it took me three months to 
read, let alone adapt," he laughs. 

"But I was always going to take a 
different line because there are so 
many events that take place which 
we can illustrate, that aren't in the 
musical, things which are 
enormously moving." 

So was he inspired by the need to 
get back to basics? 

"Even our show has been billed

wrongly as an adaption of the 
musical, so yes, some people need 
reminding and everyone else just 
thoroughly enjoys it for what it is." 

And having worked backstage at 
Les Miserables - the West End 
musical version - Adrian knew the 
former's script off by heart. 

"I thought I knew the story really 
well so it was a surprise to find out 
how complex the novel is and the 
web of relationships in it. It's so 
much more than a story and moved 
me to tears five or six times when I 
read it." 

Was it the time he invested? 

"Yes, partly, and the enormous 
injustice of it all. It was such a big 
journey that when I had finished it I 
felt like I'd run the marathon," 
Adrian admits. "So I felt it was 
important to get the story out and 
pick out the scenes that are so 
exciting and moving for the stage." 

Where do you start? 

"Well I read the book and then 
sat back and thought about what 
the story was about, and which 
events stuck in my mind. And then I 
had to put all that together into 90 
minutes, so we had our work cut 


out," he says. 

The result is a cast of five playing 
just 12 characters, and the reviews 
have been stunning. 

"We have had a really great 
response," Adrian agrees. "But my 
intention with Hotbuckle 
Productions was always to do the 
classics and make them as 
accessible as possible through great 
acting and minimum stage and sets. 
So I'm pleased to be where I am." 

Having cut his teeth in 2012 on 
Great Expectations , Adrian is 
already planning next year's David 
Copperfield , while his adaption of 
Dr Zhivago is on ice. So why Les 
Miserables then? 

"I chose Les Mis because it had 
that almost Dickensian feel in the 
richness of the characters and the 
layers of the stories. 

And the 49-year-old grins: "Plus, 
from an entirely selfish point of 
view, my first love is acting and 
while starring in my own 
productions made economic sense, 

I thoroughly enjoy it, so now that I 
could step back, I'm still very 
hands-on and want to be in the 
story."

STAR TREK INTO DARKNESS (12 A,

I n the captain's log from the 
1960s TV series, James Tiberius 
Kirk brazenly split an infinitive as 
the crew of the Enterprise embarked 
on a five-year mission "to boldly go 
where no man has gone before". 

The three screenwriters of Star 
Trek Into Darkness abandon that 
crusading spirit, harking back to 
bygone Starfleet missions for this 
action-packed sequel to JJ Abrams's 
2009 revamp of the franchise. 

Phasers are set to stunningly 
nostalgic as the bonds of trust 
between gung-ho James T Kirk 
(Chris Pine) and human-Vulcan 
science officer Spock (Zachary 
Quinto) are tested to the limit. 

Characters and scenarios from 
old Star Trek data logs are woven 
into a simple storyline that unfolds 
in fits and starts between overblown 
set pieces, including a spectacular 
descent into an erupting volcano 
and a high-speed jetpack ride 
through a field of lethal debris. 

Like its predecessor, the second 
film is digitally polished to within a 
light year of its life, including 
ridiculous amounts of lens flare 
from gleaming starship consoles. 

Sunglasses ought to be standard 
issue for the crew because we're 
frequently dazzled by reflected light 
as Abrams's camera whirls around 


the bridge. Between the 
pyrotechnic-laden heroics, which 
are evenly distributed between 
Pine, Quinto and their co-stars, 
there is a semblance of plot. 

Starfleet is rocked by a terrorist 
attack in London masterminded by 
the mysterious John Harrison 
(Benedict Cumberbatch). 

Kirk, who has been stripped of 
his captaincy and now serves under 
his mentor, Rear Admiral 
Christopher Pike (Bruce 
Greenwood), becomes embroiled in 
the hunt for Harrison led by 
Admiral Marcus (Peter Weller). 

Predictably, Harrison doesn't 
intend to surrender, so Kirk gives 
chase flanked by Spock, 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov 
(Anton Yelchin), chief medical 
officer Dr Leonard McCoy (Karl 
Urban), chief engineer Montgomery 
Scott (Simon Pegg) and helmsman 
Sulu (John Cho). 

Leisty science officer Dr Carol 
Marcus (Alice Eve), who strips 
down to her underwear in one 
scene for no discernible reason, is a 
new addition to the team. 

The crew races against time to 
stop Harrison from obliterating 
everyone they hold dear but success 
hinges on the ultimate sacrifice. 

Star Trek Into Darkness is bolted 
together with clinical precision by 
Abrams, who orchestrates each 
daredevil chase and skirmish with 
breathless abandon. 

As a visual spectacle, the sequel 
rocks. 

On a deeper level, the warp core 
of the script fails to hit factor five,

Donors give blood 
in Liam's memory

EVERY person who donated blood in 
memory of college student Liam 
Treacy should feel "proud". 

Those were the words of Mr Treacy's 
mother Sarah Duerden as staff and stu¬ 
dents at Oxford & Cherwell Valley 
College (OCVC) lined up on Friday to 
donate a pint in memory of the 18-year- 
old, who was killed when his motorbike 
was involved in a collision with a lorry on 
the A43 between Croughton and the 
Barley Mow roundabout last July. 

Mr Treacy's colleagues in the catering 
department at the Banbury campus of 
OCVC organised the blood donating day 
to keep his memory alive. 

More than 100 staff and students 
signed up. A total of 55 people donated a 
unit of blood on the day and dozens of 
others have given blood at public sessions 
in Banbury in the past few weeks. 

Mr Treacy's best friend and former 
classmate Chris Gorman, 18, from 


Adderbury, was among those who gave 
blood. 

He said: "While we miss him every day, 
it is great that so many people came out to 
give blood in his memory." 

Mrs Duerden, of Fritwell, near Bicester, 


who supported the event, paid tribute to 
her son. 

She said, "On hearing the news about 
Liam's untimely death, our world stopped 
turning. Liam was the centre of our uni¬ 
verse and he has left a void that can't be 


filled. Liam was a larger-than-life charac¬ 
ter who had a great sense of humour, 
always had a smile on his face and will be 
greatly missed by all. 

"If by donating a pint of blood it helps 
save someone's life, then you have done 
something worthwhile and should be 
proud. Liam will always be remembered 
with a smile." 

Organiser Pete Harvey, the college's 
hospitality and catering lecturer, said he 
was "overwhelmed " by the support for 
the day and hoped it could become an 
annual event. 

He said: "So many people knew Liam 
and wanted to give blood in his memory 
and the event was a celebration of his life 
in many ways. Whilst Liam lost his life in 
the accident, many more people face sim¬ 
ilar situations and can be saved with the 
aid of blood transfusions." 

Dominic Sutherland, NHS lead donor 
relations manager for the region, said: 
"These donors are an inspiration to us all 
and we hope that they continue donating 
and saving the lives of many more peo¬ 
ple."
